I aasuae with you that you have no v/ay of knowing what federal people did, not 
personally. I arked that you ask your polio a for any knowledge they have, not any 
record, of wliioh they could rather easily have disposed after turning whatever they nay 
have had over, for 1 did cake aubll : comr.nt on this nuoh, much beOTre tlie natter received 
any attention from NBC'. I aware of what had happened to By property, and I did have 
the trouble and ooet, plus sabarraaorwmt and interference vith fry work, as a consequence. 

Are you afraid of your gestapo? Will you not even givw them a ahance to lie to you? 

Bo you think It possible that they policed the meeting I addressed without hearing a word 
that was there - and I was aware off the presence of agents in the audience and I did 

address then directly. 

You insist there is no record of ry prestnee there. Tet I tell you 1 was paid 
by your check. Can i believe either your sincerity or your candor la the face of this 
when you do not address it? 

When I consider that the generosity of the University did not cover my ectpal costs 
on addr^sing your students. I can anticipate that its big heart, financial heart, tiiat 
ia. la deeply touched by the auded coat to which that vhich it caused or that which it 
tolerated put me* Or is it tnat 2,000 of your atudessts were interested in "The “nt«icrity 
of Our Society" that is worriesome. 

And, I also told you that tlwre are tlioae still at the University who still have 
Knowledge o f what X have told you. Is it your sincerity and candor that 
got you to neglect to ask Jk>w you could follow this disgraceful and deeply subversive 
thing further?
